Men will resist 
it and break all rules calculated to enforce it.

punishment, and variety of punishments and then intensifica- 
tion become in the mind of the warier, the sole means of 
achieving the intimidation of the prison- by which he rules. 
\n<] c0 follows the dark cell, starvation for days at a time beat- 
ing, straight-jacketing, handcuffing, hanging to a door and lift- 
ing from the floor. 


\nd the physical manhandling of the human body tends to 


develop not only an indifference to human suffering but a crav- 
ing for the imposition of cruelty. 


The keepers are in a way prisoners themselves. They are 


not happy persons. For them there is little but the exercise of 
their pw'er. 
—"Two elements, the exercise of authority and the resulting 
enjoyment of brutality are the keynote to an understanding of 
the psychology of the keeper.

The merit of Thomas Matt Osborne's work lies in the fact 


that he has aimed to transfer emphasis from isolation to so- 
ciability; that through self-government the men are given an 
ever increasing degree of inter-relationship, association and 
comradeship. This means that the prime cause of the develop- 
ment of cruelty ceases to exist. The old system tends to deso- 
cialize and distort the prisoner. The new system tends to so- 
cialize the unsocial criminal, and to develop the undeveloped 
mind of the man who has lived, as prisoners have, a one-sided 
and incomplete life.
